Subject: —Import of Raw materials/components—Conversion of a part of the 
licence for import of iron and steel items. 

No. 24-ITC(PN)/65. —Attention is invited to Ministry of International Trade 
Public Notices No. 120-ITC(PN,)/03 dated 30th September, 1903, No. 10-ITC(PW)/04 
dated 21st February, 1964, and No. 34-ITC(PN)/64 dated 27th April, 1004, accord¬ 
ing to which certain specified industries were permitted to convert and Import 
Iron and steel items other than utensil gauge stainless steel sheets, licensable by 
the Iron & Steel Controller upto specified percentages against their licences issued 
for raw materials (other than iron and steel)/components. The facility allowed 
in these Public Notices was applicable to the licences issued for raw materials 
(other than iron and steel)/components for the half year October ’03—March ’04 
and to the second half of the annual licences issued for raw materials (other than 
iron and steel) /components for the period April ’63 — March ’64. Necessary endorse¬ 
ments permitting the Import of permissible items of iron and steed on the licences 
relating to the half year October ‘03—March ’G4 upto specified percentage of the 
face value thereof were to be made by the licensing authorities on applications 
made by actual users. 

2. It has now been decided to permit the specified industries indicated In the 
Public Notices referred to in paru 1 above to convert and import permissible items 
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of iron and steel other than utensil gauge stainless steel sheets of gauges 21 to 25 
G licensable by the Iron and Steel Controller upto specified percentages of the 
face value of their licences issued for raw materials (other than iron and steel) / 
components for the period April ’04—March ’05, Necessary endorsements on such 
licences permitting the import of permissible items of iron and steel upto specified 
percentages will be made by the licensing authorities on applications by the actual 
users. A consolidated list of the specified industries and the percentage of the 
face value of the Raw material (other than iron and steel)/components licence 
upto which they will be permitted to convert and import permissible items of 
iron and steel is also given in Annexure to this Public Notice. The specified per¬ 
centage will be applicable separately to first and second half of the annual licences 
issued for raw materials (other than iron and steel)/components to specified indus¬ 
tries for the period April ’64^—March '05. 

3. In addition to the Industries specified In Annexure to thiB Public Notice, it 
has also been decided to permit the Pharmaceutical industries to convert and 
Import stainless steel sheets other than utensil gauge stainless steel sheets of 
gauges 21 to 25 G upto 10% of the face value of their licences Issued for raw 
materials (other than iron and steel)/components for the period April ’04—March 
'05 on the specific recommendations of the Drugs Controller of the State concerned. 
The specified percentage will be applicable separately to first and second half 
of the annual licences Issued to Pharmaceutical industries for raw materials 
(other than iron and steel)/components for the period April ’64--March ’65. 
Necessary endorsements on such licences permitting the import of stainless steel 
sheets other than utensil gauge stainless steel sheets of gauges 21 to 25 G upto 
specified percentage will be made by the licensing authorities on applications 
by actual users, duly supported by the recommendations from the Drugs Con¬ 
troller of the State concerned.
